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First  Buildings  on  Science  and  Engineering  Campus 

Graduate  and  Nuclear  Research  Facilities 


The  first  phase  in  development  of 
Ohio  University's  $40  million,  60- 
acre  science  and  engineering  campus 
is  nearing  completion,  with  work- 
men now  applying  the  finishing 
touches  to  the  first  two  buildings  on 
the  new  campus — a  $4.2  million 
graduate  research  center  and  a 
$600,000  nuclear  research  facility. 

The  four-story  graduate  research 
center,  located  two  blocks  south  of 
the  College  Green  near  the  heart  of 
the  new  campus,  will  accommodate 
graduate  training  and  research  pro- 
grams in  electrical  engineering, 
chemistry  and  physics,  as  well  as 
undergraduate  programs  in  electri- 
cal engineering. 

A  computer  center  will  also  be 
housed  in  the  building  to  provide 
data  analysis  and  processing  serv- 
ices to  all  academic  departments  of 
the  University  as  well  as  to  research 
groups  off  campus. 


Installation  of  computer  and  lab- 
oratory equipment  is  now  in  pro- 
gress, with  the  timetable  calling  for 
occupancy  of  the  building  by  the 
end  of  June. 

Faculty  offices  and  laboratories 
in  the  two-story  nuclear  physics  fa- 
cility, built  into  a  hillside  near  the 
edge  of  the  new  campus,  will  be 
in  use  by  September,  but  the  facility 
will  not  become  fully  operational 
until  an  8-million-volt  electrostatic 
accelerator  has  been  installed. 

The  machine  has  been  authorized 
under  a  $1  million  grant  from  the 
Atomic  Energy  Commission  and  will 
be  ready  for  use  in  about  18  months, 
according  to  Charles  A.  Randall, 
physics  chairman. 

Facilities  in  Ohio's  new  graduate 
research  center  include  65  labora- 
tories, five  multipurpose  classrooms, 
five   seminar   rooms,    faculty   offices 


and  laboratories,  combination  study- 
laboratory  areas  for  graduate  stu- 
dents, reading  rooms,  and  shops. 

The  air-conditioned  center  has 
four  wings,  with  one  wing  each  for 
electrical  engineering,  chemistry  and 
physics.  Each  of  these  wings  is  de- 
signed to  provide  for  adjacent  loca- 
tion of  future  buildings  related  to 
these  departments. 

The  fourth  wing  houses  the  com- 
puter center,  general  classrooms,  and 
the  offices  of  the  University's  direc- 
tor of  research  for  science  and 
engineering. 

The  ground  floor  of  the  new 
building  will  serve  initially  as  a 
parking  area  pending  completion  of 
a  flood  control  project,  at  which 
time  this  area  can  be  converted  to 
additional  laboratory  and  instruc- 
tional space.

The  next  major  structure  on  the  University's  priority 
list  is  a  $2.7  million  mathematics  and  science  building, 
to  be  constructed  south  of  the  College  Green  on  the  new 
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science  and  engineering  campus.  The  five-story  facility 
will  house  a  400-seat  lecture  hall,  two  smaller  lecture 
halls,  and  23  classrooms  and  seminar  rooms.

sional  appropriation  of  construction 
funds  for  the  flood  control  plan  were 
held  this  spring  before  the  House 
Subcommittee  on  Appropriations  for 
Public  Works.  A  final  design  for  the 
plan  will  be  completed  next  Decem- 
ber by  the  U.S.  Corps  of  Engineers. 

The  plan  calls  for  relocation  of 
the  Hocking  River  channel  around 
the  southern  rim  of  .'\thens  and 
construction  of  a  levee.  This  would 
reduce  the  flood  hazard  on  low-lying 
lands  which  the  University  is  using 
for  its  science  and  engineering  cam- 
pus and  a  student  residence  complex. 

Completion  of  the  graduate  re- 
search center  and  the  nuclear  phys- 
ics facility  mark  the  end  of  phase 
one  in  development  of  the  11-build- 
ing  science  and  engineering  complex. 

The  second  phase  is  expected  to 
get  underway  this  summer  with 
clearance  of  an  urban  renewal  area 
just  north  of  the  graduate  research 
center.  Once  this  is  done,  construc- 
tion will  begin  on  a  mathematics 
and  science  lecture  hall  and  botan- 
ical and  animal  research  buildings. 

The  $2.7  million,  five-story  mathe- 
matics and  science  building  will 
house  instructional  and  research  pro- 
grams in  mathematics  and  astron- 
omy while  serving  as  the  principal 
undergraduate  lecture  hall  for  bot- 
any, physics,  chemistiT  and  zoology. 
Its  facilities  will  include  a  400-seat 
lecture  hall,  two  lecture  halls  seating 
200  each,  and  23  smaller  classrooms 
and  seminar  rooms. 

The  botanical  research  building 
will  provide  facilities  for  specialized 
work  in  the  botanical  sciences.  It 
will  include  a  greenhouse  and  other 
rooms  where  the  atmospheric  con- 
ditions can  be  rigidly  controlled  for 
smaller  experimental  projects.  In- 
vestigative work  in  zoology  and 
psychology  will  be  housed  in  the 
three-story  animal  research  building. 

A  $5.8  million,  four-story  bio- 
science  building  is  also  planned  for 
the  new  campus.  The  building  will 
house  undergraduate  classrooms  and 
laboratories  and  faculty  offices  for 
the  botany  and  zoology  departments. 
The  building  will  be  adjacent  and 
connected  to  the  botanical  and  ani- 
mal research  facilities. 


Other  buildings  planned  for  the 
science  and  engineering  campus, 
which  is  expected  to  be  completed  in 
the  early  1970's,  will  house  under- 
graduate and  graduate  programs  in 
physics  and  chemistry  and  mechani- 
cal, chemical  and  civil  engineering. 

As  the  new  buildings  are  com- 
pleted, those  now  housing  science 
and  engineering  departments  will  be 
renovated  for  use  by  other  academic 
divisions  of  the  Universitx'. 

Long  term  plans  for  campus  de- 
velopment call  for  the  humanities 
departments  to  be  situated  near  the 
main  library  on  or  adjacent  to  the 
College  Green.  To  the  west  will  be 
buildings  housing  business  adminis- 
tration and  the  social  sciences,  with 
the  fine  arts  and  education  to  de- 
velop in  the  areas  they  no\v  occupy 
north  and  east  of  the  College  Green. 

Completion  of  the  first  buildings 
on  Ohio's  science  and  engineering 
campus  marks  a  step  toward  realiza- 
tion of  a  long  range  goal  in  the 
state's  higher  education  policy. 

In  its  master  plan  two  years  ago, 
Ohio's  Board  of  Regents  spotlighted 
as  the  "most  important  single  ob- 
jective" the  need  "to  strengthen 
graduate  education,  especially  at  the 
doctoral  degree  level,  and  to  advance 
the  research  and  development  capa- 
bilities of  publicly  supported  insti- 
tutions  of   higher   education." 

Currently,  the  University  has  doc- 
toral programs  in  three  science  and 
engineering  areas:  chemistry,  physics 
and  electrical  engineering,  the  latter 
initiated  in  1965. 

With  the  new  and  expanded  fa- 
cilities becoming  available  and  the 
highly  trained  personnel  which  these 
facilities  help  attract  to  the  campus, 
the  University  plans  to  implement 
five  new  doctoral  programs  in  the 
sciences  and  engineering  within  the 
next  five  years. 

The  new  doctoral  programs  will 
be  in  mathematics,  biochemistry, 
biology,  biophysics  and  chemical 
engineering. 

Ohio's  new  campus  is  expected  to 
attract  an  additional  3,000  graduate 
students  to  the  University,  200  more 
faculty  members,  50  research  associ- 
ates, at  least  75  technicians  and  800 
graduate  assistants. 
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Magic  of  Learning 
Draws  Youngsters  To 
Ohio's  Merlin  Show

Two  million  children  in  the  Chi- 
cago area  are  faithful  fans  of  an 
Ohio  University  faculty  member,  ac- 
cording to  a  recent  television  survey. 

His  name  is  Robert  D.  Falkner, 
WOUB-TV  producer-director  and 
visiting  lecturer  in  television,  but 
he's  known  to  his  following  in  42 
major  cities  across  the  country  as 
Merlin  the  Magician,  star  of  the 
University's  first  syndicated  televi- 
sion series. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Chi- 
cago survey,  no  figures  are  available 
on  the  size  of  Merlin's  audience, 
but  incoming  mail  provides  a  good 
indication  of  viewer  interest. 

"We  received  7,000  letters  last 
semester,"  Falkner  said,  "mostly 
from  children,  but  also  from  a  num- 
ber of  adults — parents,  ministers. 
Cub  Scout  leaders,  teachers  and 
others — who  watch  the  show." 

The  setting  for  the  show  is  Mer- 
lin's "secret  room  of  the  Round 
Table,  high  above  the  medieval 
castle  walls  of  King  Arthur's  court 
in  Camelot."  A  puff  of  smoke  fol- 
lows a  roll  of  drums,  and  the  beard- 
ed magician,  dressed  in  a  flowing 
robe,  emerges  to  weave  his  fabric  of 
fantasy  and   illusion. 

The  format  of  the  15-minute  pro- 
gram combines  sleight-of-hand  and 
other  "magical"  illusions  with  ed- 
ucational themes.  Early  in  each 
show  Merlin  entices  Excalibur,  the 
mighty  sword  of  Arthurian   legend,

from  its  stone  scabbard  by  means  of 
incantation.  The  "magic  word" 
written  on  the  shining  blade  is  the 
basis  for  the  day's  theme. 

Recent  shows  have  dealt  with  the 
geography  and  customs  of  India, 
the  origin  of  fire,  Lindbergh's  his- 
toric flight  across  the  Atlantic,  and 
a  study  of  courtesy. 

"I'm  interested  in  introducing 
children  to  the  magic  of  learning 
without  the  traditional  educational 
TV  'ding-dong  bell'  approach  of 
chalk  and  blackboard,  paste  and 
scissors  and  daily  reading  session," 
Falkner  explained. 

"The  magic  tricks  and  puzzles  are 
something  of  a  teaser  to  encourage 
the  youngsters  to  stick  with  us  and 
learn  more  about  geography,  science, 
history,  art  and  so  forth." 

Merlin  encourages  his  young 
viewers  to  tell  him  about  their  good 
deeds.  Their  reward  is  official  mem- 
bership in  the  Magic  Round  Table 
Club  and  a  miniature  of  Merlin's 
magic  wand. 

A  six-year-old  Merlin  fan  in 
Minnesota  won  her  membership  and 
magic  wand  for  "setting  the  table 
every  day."  A  nine-year-old  Nebras- 
kan  proudly  wrote  to  Merlin  that  he 
had  helped  his  father  "mow  the 
lawn  all  summer." 

The  letters  often  include  drawings 
the  children  have  made  especially 
for  Merlin.  Frequently  they  send 
him  photosjraphs  of  themselves  and 


their  family  pets. 

Merlin's  mail  one  day  this  spring 
included  a  large  package  containing 
700  letters  and  drawings  from  stu- 
dents in  a  Reynoldsburg,  Ohio,  ele- 
mentary school.  The  Merlin  show 
had  been  piped  into  their  classrooms, 
and  their  penmanship  and  art  assign- 
ments for  the  day  included  writing  a 
letter  to  Merlin  and  drawing  their 
impressions  of  the  show. 

There  are  complaints,  too.  One 
young  viewer,  incensed  because  his 
miniature  magic  wand  didn't  seem 
to  be  as  powerful  as  he  thought  it 
should  be,  curtly  informed  Merlin 
he  wanted  a  replacement  "and  this 
time  it  had  better  work!"  The  new 
wand  was  dispatched,  and  he  hasn't 
been  heard  from  since. 

One  of  Merlin's  regular  corre- 
spondents is  an  83-year-old  retired 
minister  in  Tampa,  Fla.  Impressed 
with  the  "moral  tone"  of  the  shows, 
the  minister  often  sends  in  ideas  or 
suggestions  for  future  programs. 

Merlin  is  also  the  recipient  of 
occasional  long  distance  telephone 
calls.  Falkner  recalled  a  recent  "ur- 
gent" call  from  a  youngster  in 
Kentucky  requesting  Merlin's  assist- 
ance in  settling  a  heated  discussion 
concerning  the  presidency  of  the 
neighborhood    Merlin   club. 

"I  had  a  tough  time  getting  off 
the  phone — several  of  the  members 
of  the  club  were  there,  and  each  one 
wanted  me  to  hear  his  side!" 
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The  idea  for  the  MerUn  show 
was  originally  proposed  by  Presley 
D.  Holmes,  director  of  broadcasting 
at  Ohio  University,  as  a  "sideline  to 
my  teaching  shortly  after  I  arrived 
at  Ohio  three  years  ago,"  Falkner 
said.  "Its  growth  and  acceptance  in 
that  time  have  been  amazing,  and 
now  we  find  we're  spending  a  great 
deal  more  time  on  the  show  than  we 
ever  dreamed  we  would  be."" 

At  present,  distribution  of  the 
series  ranges  from  the  Great  Lakes 
to  Florida  to  the  West  Coast,  and 
it  is  seen  in  such  cities  as  Detroit, 
Kansas  City,  Seattle.  Milwaukee, 
San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  Atlanta, 
Tampa  and  Washington,  D.C. 

Syndicated  through  the  Educa- 
tional Television  Service,  Merlin  is 
aired  on  a  three-times-a-week  basis 
in  most  of  the  cities  where  it  is 
shown.  Only  two  new  shows  are 
produced  in  the  WOUB-TV  studio 
each  week,  however.  The  third  is 
usually  a  repeat  of  an  earlier  show. 

"We've  had  requests  from  a  num- 
ber of  stations  for  five  shows  a 
week,"  Falkner  remarked,  "but  with 
our  limited  facilities  and  small  staff, 
we're  doing  well  to  get  out  two." 

The  single  small  studio  in  the 
WOUB-TV  building,  one  of  several 
renovated  houses  near  the  College 
Green,  is  the  setting  not  only  for  the 
Merlin  show  but  also  for  numerous 
live  shows  such  as  Teen  Beat,  panel 
discussions,  daily  newscasts  and  pub- 
lic affairs  programs. 

The  shooting  schedule  is  tight, 
and  there  are  days  when  "the  secret 
room  of  the  Round  Table"'  is  clear- 
ed away  with  only  seconds  to  spare 
before  another  program  begins. 

Many  of  the  physical  production 
problems  will  be  solved  by  the  new 
television  and  theater  building.  Con- 
struction of  the  $2.8  million  facility, 
to  be  located  next  to  Baker  Center 
on  College  Street,  will  begin  within 
the  year. 

As  the  writer  and  producer  as 
well  as  star  of  the  Merlin  show,  it"s 
Falkner's  responsibility  to  come  up 
with  fresh  ideas  and  themes  each 
week.  "I  haunt  the  libraries  for 
material.  In  the  past  three  years, 
I've  gone  completely  through  the 
children's  collections.  Now  I'm  do- 
ing research  for  the  show  in  the 
adult  reading  section."" 


Joe  Berman,  a  doctoral  candidate 
in  radio-television  who  started  with 
the  show  three  years  ago  as  floor 
man,  is  now  the  director.  Berman, 
described  by  Falkner  as  "an  ex- 
tremely talented  and  versatile  young 
man,"  also  appears  on  camera  as 
Chauncey  the  Clown,  Merlin's  bum- 
bling, good-natured  apprentice.  In 
addition,  he  provides  the  off-camera 
\oice  of  Little  Sir  Echo,  another  of 
the   magician's   helpers. 

From  time  to  time,  children  from 
the  .Athens  area  are  special  guests  on 
the  show,  and  Falkner's  10-year-old 
son,  Mike,  appears  occasionally  as 
Mike,  the  Page. 

.Although  the  Merlin  role  is  rela- 
tively new  for  him,  Falkner  has  been 
a  "part-time  magician"  and  per- 
formed magic  in  this  country  and 
abroad  for  more  than  30  years.  .Ac- 
cording to  the  Nome,  Alaska,  Nug- 
get, "his  digital  deception  has  cap- 
tivated audiences  in  nearly  every 
state  of  the  Union  as  well  as  14 
foreign  countries." 

Following  his  graduation  from 
Miami  University  at  Oxford,  Falk- 
ner spent  20  years  in  the  U.S.  .Air 
Force,  retiring  as  a  lieutenant 
colonel  assigned  to  the  Office  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  .Air  Force  in  the 
Pentagon. 

During  World  War  II  and  again 
in  the  Korean  conflict,  he  served  as 
a  bomber  pilot.  "As  a  magician,  I've 
j)crformed  most  of  the  'grand-scale 
illusions"  and  escape  tricks,  but  my 
greatest  escape  was  really  more  luck 
than  magic."' 

He  was  shot  down  behind  enemy 
lines  in  Europe  during  the  war  and 
was  one  of  the  first  downed  pilots 
to  evade  the  Nazis  and  return  for 
duty  to  his  home  base  in  Italy. 

.\side  from  his  combat  duty. 
Falkner  also  produced  and  appeared 
in  23  road  shows  and  more  than  300 
television  productions  during  his 
career  in  the  Air  Force. 

.As  the  result  of  a  series  on  ven- 
triloquism which  he  wrote  for  a 
national  magicians'  magazine,  the 
International  Brotherhood  of  Magi- 
cians awarded   him  a  silver  trophy. 

When  his  teaching  and  television 
schedules  permit,  Falkner  makes  oc- 
casional appearances  as  Merlin  be- 
fore audiences  of  Ohio  school  chil- 
dren and  civic  and  service  clubs.  He

also  tries  to  attend  the  national  con- 
ventions of  his  fellow  magicians. 

Many  of  his  evenings  and  most 
weekends  are  devoted  to  his  current 
educational  pursuit:  an  M.F.A.  de- 
gree in  sculpture  with  a  minor  in 
painting.  He  received  a  "real  boost" 
last  year  when  one  of  his  two  entries 
in  the  Ohio  State  Fair,  a  solid  wood, 
life-sized  seated  girl,  was  awarded 
a  prize  in  the  sculpture  competition,   i 

In  his  spare  time,  Falkner  prac- 
tices his  magic  before  a  built-in,  i 
captive-but-appreciative  audience: 
the  six  Falkner  children  who  are  still 
at  home.  The  eldest,  Sandra  Lee,  is  < 
married  and  she  and  her  husband 
and  their  son  live  in  Florida. 

Christine  is  a  senior  at  the  Uni- 
versity, and  Bob  will  enter  Ohio  as 
a  freshman  next  fall.  Patricia  is  in 
the  eighth  grade,  Mike  is  a  sixth 
grader  and  Terry  Lynn  is  in  the 
second  grade.  The  Falkners'  young- 
est, Stephen,  is  four. 

For  his  "at  home"  performances, 
Falkner  doesn't  have  to  worry  about 
applying  beard  and  make-up.  As  far 
as  his  audience  there  is  concerned, 
he's  not  Merlin  the  Magician — he's 
just   plain   "dad."

Emeritus  status  will  be  conferred 
on  four  Ohio  University  faculty 
members  who  retire  this  year  with 
a  total  of    125  years  of  service. 

They  are  Dr.  Amos  C.  Anderson, 
professor  of  psychology:  Dr.  Carl  A. 
Frey,  professor  of  bacterioloa;)- :  Dr. 
L.  J.  Hortin,  professor  and  director 
of  the  School  of  Journalism ;  and 
Dr.  William  M.  Pierce,  associate 
professor  of  physics. 

Drs.  .Anderson,  Frey  and  Pierce 
will  retire  July  1,  and  Dr.  Hortin's 
retirement  will  be  effective  Sept.   1. 

.\  fifth  professor.  Dr.  Karl  Ah- 
rendt, retires  July  1  as  director  of 
the  School  of  Music,  but  he  will 
return  to  the  campus  as  professor 
of  music  in  the  fall  of  1968  follow- 
ins;  a   sabbatical. 

A  member  of  the  psychology'  fac- 
ulty for  42  years,  Dr.  .Anderson  will 
take  a  position  this  fall  as  visiting 
professor  and  acting  chairman  of 
the  psychology  department  at  Wil- 
mington College  in  Ohio. 

Prior  to  joining  the  University 
faculty  in  1925,  Dr.  Anderson 
taught  at  Central  Michigan  State 
College  (now  State  University), 
Mount  Pleasant,  and  at  the  State 
Teachers  College  of  Maysville,  N.D. 

Chairman  of  the  Ohio  psychology 
department  from  1942  to  1952,  Dr. 
Anderson  holds  the  B.A.  and  M.A. 
degrees  from  the  University  of 
Michigan.  He  was  awarded  the 
Ph.D.  ^  in  1931  by  the  Yale  Grad- 
uate School. 

Dr.  Anderson  is  a  member  of  Phi 


Beta  Kappa  and  Sigma  Xi  honor- 
aries,  and  he  is  a  past  president 
of  the  Ohio  Psychological  Associa- 
tion and  a  former  vice  president  of 
the  Ohio  Academy  of  Science. 

A  fellow  of  the  American  Psy- 
chological Association,  Dr.  Ander- 
son has  published  articles  in  The 
Journal  of  Comparative  Psychology 
and  The  Journal  of  Experimental 
Psychology. 

Dr.  Frey  joined  the  faculty  as  an 
instructor  in  biology  after  his  grad- 
uation from  the  University  in  1925. 
He  will  continue  to  serve  his  Alma 
Mater  in  retirement  as  an  advisor 
to  the  medical  technology  program. 

Chairman  of  the  zoolog)-  depart- 
ment from  1954  to  1961.  Dr.  Frey 
holds  the  M.A.  in  bacteriology  from 
Ohio  State  University  and  the 
Ph.D.,  which  he  received  in  1930. 
from  Cornell  University. 

He  is  a  former  member  of  the 
Ohio  .Academy  of  Science  and  the 
Society  of  American  Bacteriologists 
and  a  former  president  of  the  soci- 
ety's Ohio  branch.  Dr.  Frey  was 
elected  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa  as  an 
alumni  member  and  he  was  pledged 
to  Sigma  Xi  scientific  honorarv'  at 
Cornell.  His  articles  have  appeared 
in  Science  magazine  and  in  The 
Journal    of    Infectious    Diseases. 

For  a  number  of  years  Dr.  Frey 
\\as  a  consultant  to  the  State  Health 
Department,  and  he  was  a  member 
of  the  Athens  City-County  Health 
Department  for  25  years,  serving  as 
president   for  five   years.   He  is   the 


founder  of  the  Sheltering  Arms 
Clinical  Laboratory  and  served  as 
its  director  from    1937  to   1959. 

In  the  early  1930s  Dr.  Frey  saw 
the  need  for  training  medical  tech- 
nologists and  was  instrumental  in 
establishing  a  training  program  at 
Ohio  University.  As  a  result,  Ohio 
was  one  of  the  first  schools  in  the 
country  to  train  medical  technolo- 
gists. At  the  present  time  there  are 
approximately  120  students  in  the 
three-year   program. 

An  active  member  of  Kiwanis 
International,  Dr.  Frey  has  ser\^ed 
as  an  officer  in  the  Athens  club, 
as  lieutenant  go\ernor  of  area  clubs 
and  he  was  district  governor  for  the 
State  of  Ohio  in   1953. 

Director  of  the  journalism  school 
since  1951,  Dr.  Hortin  joined  the 
Ohio  faculty  in  1947.  He  will  as- 
sume new  duties  this  fall  as  chair- 
man of  the  journalism  department 
at  Murray  State  University  in  Ken- 
tucky, where  he  earned  his  M.A. 
degree  and  served  as  director  of 
journalism   and  publicity. 

Dr.  Hortin,  who  last  year  received 
the  Columbia  Scholastic  Press  Asso- 
ciation's "Gold  Key  .Award"  and  the 
National  School  Yearbook  Associa- 
tion's "Yearbook  Honor  Award,"  is 
the  author  of  Modern  Journalism. 
In  February  the  Ohio  Newspaper 
Association  awarded  him  its  highest 
honor,  "The  Distinguished  Service 
to  Journalism  Award." 

Listed  in  Who's  Who  in  America, 
Dr.  Hortin  earned  the  A.B.  and 
Litt.D.  degrees  from  McKendree 
College  in  Lebanon,  111.  His  profes- 
sional experience  includes  reporting 
for  the  St.  Louis  Post-Dispatch,  AP 
and  UPI. 
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Dr.  Pierce,  who  received  his  early 
education  in  the  schools  of  western 
Xew  York  state,  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Ohio  University  faculty  for 
the  past  21  years.  He  has  taught 
both    physics    and    physical    science. 

Dr.  Pierce  is  a  graduate  of  Cor- 
nell University,  from  which  he  holds 
the  .'X.B..  M.S.  and  Ph.D.  degrees 
in  physics. 

A  past  president  of  the  Appalach- 
ian section  of  the  American  Asso- 
ciation of  Physics  Teachers,  Dr. 
Pierce  also  is  a  member  of  Sigma 
Xi.  Sigma  Pi  Sigma,  the  National 
.Association  for  Research  in  Science 
Teaching  and  the  National  Science 
Teachers  Association. 

He  has  published  several  articles 
in  The  American  Journal  of  Physics, 
the  most  recent  entitled,  "On  a  Cer- 
tain Blindness  in  Physicists."  Dr. 
Pierce  also  is  co-author  of  a  phys- 
ical science  laboratory  manual. 

Dr.  Ahrendt,  who  will  spend  the 
1967-68  academic  year  in  Europe, 
joined  the  University  faculty  in 
1950.  He  has  been  professor  and 
director  of  the  School  of  Music,  and 
he  formerly  conducted  the  Univer- 
sity Symphony  and  played  in  the 
faculty  string  quartet. 

Prior  to  coming  to  Ohio,  he 
taught  at  Florida  State  University 
and  was  director  of  the  Augustana 
College   School   of   Music. 

A  former  member  of  the  Cincin- 
nati Symphony  and  the  Rochester 
Philharmonic,  Dr.  Ahrendt  has  re- 
ceived a  number  of  honors  and 
awards  for  his  compositions.  His 
works  have  been  performed  by  the 
Rochester  Civic  Orchestra,  the 
Paganini  Strinsj  Quartet,  the  New 
York  Baroque  Ensemble  and  vari- 
ous city  and  university  orchestras, 
string  ensembles  and   choruses. 

A  native  of  Toledo,  Dr.  Ahrendt 
received  the  bachelor's  degree  from 
the  Cincinnati  Conservatory.  He 
holds  the  master's  degree  in  com- 
position and  the  Ph.D.  from  the 
Eastman  School  of  Music  at  the 
University  of  Rochester.  He  also 
studied  in  Berlin  and  Paris. 

His  ]niblished  works  include  "In- 
terlude" for  piano,  "Johnny  Apple- 
seed"  for  orchestra  and  "Dance 
Overture"  for  orchestra.  The  latter 
is  in  the  Fleisher  Collection  of  the 
Philadelphia  Free  Library. 


Ohio's  Wartime  Leader  Dead  At  81 


Dr.  Walter  S.  Gamertsfelder, 
president  of  Ohio  University  from 
1943  to  1945,  died  March  14  in  the 
Sheltering  Arms  Hospital  in  Athens 
following  a  brief  illness. 

The  81 -year-old  former  president 
joined  the  University  faculty  in  1921 
as  professor  of  philosophy  and 
ethics.  He  later  was  named  the  first 
dean  of  the  Graduate  College  and 
served  simultaneously  as  dean  of  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

.\fter  resigning  as  president  Jan. 
30,  1945,  Dr.  Gamertsfelder  resum- 
ed his  duties  as  graduate  and  arts 
and  sciences  dean.  When  he  re- 
linquished the  deanships  in  1951  to 
return  to  his  classes  in  philosophy, 
the  trustees  named  him  Trustee 
Professor  of  Philosophy  and  Ethics. 
He  was  the  first  person  to  be  so 
honored  in   the  University's  history. 

A  year  before  his  retirement  in 
1956,  Gamertsfelder  Hall,  a  resi- 
dence hall  on  the  East  Green,  was 
named  for  him,  marking  the  first 
time  in  recent  University  history 
that  a  building  was  named  for  a 
person  still  on   the   faculty. 

An  ordained  minister  and  a  mem- 
ber of  Scioto  Presbytery,  Synod  of 
Ohio,  Dr.  Gamertsfelder  received 
his  undergraduate  degree  from 
North  Central  College,  Naperville, 
111.  He  held  the  bachelor  of  divinity 
degree  from  Evangelical  Theological 
Seminary  and  the  Ph.D.  from  Ohio 
State  Uni\ersity.  He  was  the  recip- 
ient of  honorary  degrees  from  North 
Central  College  and  Bowling  Green 
State    University. 

Funeral  services  for  the  fonner 
president  were  held  in  the  Gal- 
breath  Chapel  on  the  campus.  In  a 
tribute  read  by  Dr.  Troy  Organ, 
Distinguished  Professor  of  Philos- 
ophy, Dr.  Gamertsfelder  was  remem- 
bered as  "a  man  of  honor,  kind, 
loving,  considerate  humor,"  a  man 
of  kindness  and  discipline  and  as  a 
scholar  and   man   of   faith. 

In  closing,  the  tribute  read,  "We, 
and  thousands  of  others,  are  enrich- 
ed through  contact  with  this  man 
of  wisdom  and  virtue."

"The  entire  Ohio  University  com- 
munity was  truly  grie\ed  when  we 
learned  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Gamerts- 
felder. He  will  be  long  remembered 
for  his  contributions  as  a  professor, 
dean  and  president. 

"As  president.  Dr.  Gamertsfelder 
provided  our  university  with  able 
leadership  during  a  difficult  war- 
time period,"  President  Alden  con- 
tinued. "He  was  a  truly  fine  person 
and   a   great    humanitarian." 

Dr.  Gamertsfelder  is  survived  by 
two  sons,  Don  B.  of  Athens  and 
Robert  H.  of  Columbus;  a  daughter, 
Mrs.  John  Randolph  (Helen)  Whit- 
ing, Ir\inton-on-the-Hudson,  N,Y. ; 
and    five   grandchildren.

Now    Available    To    Ohio    Alumni 


A  nationwide  placement  ser\ice  is 
now  available  to  Ohio  alumni. 

Known  as  GRAD  (Graduate 
Resume  Accumulation  and  Distri- 
bution), the  ser\ice  was  de\eloped 
bv  the  College  Placement  Council, 
an  organization  representing  1,000 
universities  and  2,000  employers  in 
the  United  States  and  Canada. 

GRAD  is  designed  to  match  ex- 
perienced alunmi  to  the  job  needs 
of  employers,  explains  Lewis  R. 
Mollica,  director  of  Ohio's  Place- 
ment Service. 

"The  service  is  free  to  the  alum- 
nus," Mollica  adds.  "All  costs  are 
borne    by    participating   employers." 

An  alumnus  who  wishes  to  use 
the  service  should  so  advise  the 
University's  Placement  Service. 

This  office  will  send  a  resume 
form  for  the  alumnus  to  complete 
and  forward  to  the  GRAD  data 
center  in   Bethlehem,   Pa. 

The  tesume  is  then  analyzed 
both  in  terms  of  present  (or  most 
recent)  employment  and  previous 
experience.  Key  items  of  informa- 
tion are  classified  and  stored  in 
an  electronic  file  for  immediate 
retrieval  and  reference. 

When  employers  contact  the 
GRAD  center  for  assistance  in  lo- 
cating candidates  qualified  for  open- 
ings in  their  organizations,  the  elec- 
tronic file  is  searched  and  appro- 
priate resumes  are  furnished.  An 
automatic  block  prevents  a  resume 
from  being  given  to  a  person's  pres- 
ent employer. 

For  many  employers  the  search 
is  made  in  a  matter  of  seconds,  since 
they  maintain  a  "hot  line"  connec- 
tion with  the  electronic  file  via  tele- 
type and  "converse"  directly  \\ith 
the  file,  using  a  thesaurus  of  terms 
de\eloped  over  many  years  by  manu- 
facturers  and  business  firms. 

An  alumnus'  resume  remains  in 
GRAD's  active  search  file  for  six 
months,  at  the  end  of  which  time 
he    is    notified    of    the    munber    of 


times  his  resume  has  been  referred. 
If  during  the  six  months,  he  re- 
cei\es  a  job,  he  may  not  reactivate 
his  file  for  at  least  one  year  from 
the  date  of  his  new  employment. 
If  he  receives  no  job  offers,  he  is 
urged  to  contact  Ohio's  placement 
office  for  additional  assistance  and 
suggestions  concerning  factors  which 
may  be  affecting  his  candidacy. 

Any  graduate  of  Ohio  University 
is  eligible  to  register  for  placement 
assistance  with  the  University, 
whether  or  not  he  wishes  to  partici- 
pate in  the  GRAD  program. 

However,  GRAD  is  available  only 
to  those  registered  with  the  Univer- 
sity's general   Placement  Service.

Dutch  Trautwein  Dies; 
Served  Ohio  35  Years 

William  J.  (Dutch)  Trautwein, 
74,  died  April  7  at  Sheltering  Arms 
Hospital  in  Athens.  He  had  been  ill 
several  months. 

Trautwein,  who  served  the  Uni- 
versity for  35  years  in  coaching  and 
administrative  positions,  retired  in 
1963  as  associate  director  of  physical 
education  and  athletics. 

The  high  point  in  his  coaching 
career  came  in  the  1940-41  season, 
early  in  his  11 -year  stint  as  head 
basketball  coach  at  the  University. 

For  two  years  prior  to  that  sea- 
son, Dutch  had  tried  to  schedule 
games  for  his  Bobcats  at  Madison 
Square  Garden  in  New  York  but 
had  been  brushed  off  with  the  com- 
ment that  Ohio  was  nothing  but  a 
"Midwestern  cow  college." 

After  compiling  a  16-3  regular 
season  record,  Dutch's  1940-41  team 
gained  an  invitation  to  play  at 
Madison  Square  Garden  in  the  post- 
season NIT  classic. 

Regarded  as  a  dark  horse,  Dutch's 
boys  forced  the  experts  to  take 
another  look.  The  team  beat 
Duquesne  and  City  College  of  New 
York  before  falling  to  Long  Island 
University  in  the  finals.  Coupled 
with  the  team's  runnerup  trophy 
was  the  selection  of  Frank  Baum- 
holtz,  Ohio's  basketball  Ail-Amer- 
ican, as  most  valuable  player  in  the 
tournament. 

Baumholtz,    who    went    on    to    a 
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major  league  baseball  career,  now 
lives  in  Cleveland,  a  district  sales 
manager  with  the  Red  Heart  Di- 
vision of  Morrell  Meat  Packing 
Company.  Two  other  members  of 
the  team  are  now  on  the  coaching 
staff:  Jim  Snyder,  head  cage  coach, 
and  Bob  Wren,  baseball  mentor. 

Perhaps  the  most  eloquent  tribute 
paid  to  Trautwein  at  the  time  of  his 
death  came  from  Snyder,  who  suc- 
ceeded his  coach  in  1949. 

"Next  to  my  father,  this  gentle- 
man meant  more  to  me  than  anyone 
else.  He  was  a  warm  person  who 
would  listen  to  your  problems  and 
help  you  out." 

For  service  to  his  adopted  school, 
Trautwein  was  accorded  honorary 
membership  in  the  Ohio  University 
.Alumni  Association  in  1955.  Ten 
years  later,  he  became  a  charter 
member  of  Ohio's  Athletic  Hall  of 
Fame.  Trautwein  was  honored  this 
year  in  Ohio's  membership  in  the 
Naismith  Basketball  Hall  of  Fame. 

Born  in  Springfield,  O.,  in  1892, 
Dutch  attended  Wittenberg  Aca- 
demy and  graduated  from  Witten- 
berg College,  where  he  played 
basketball  and  was  a  tackle  on  the 
school's  undefeated  and  untied 
teams  of   1918,    1919  and   1920. 

He  coached  at  Dover  High  School 
and  Wittenberg  before  joining 
Ohio's  three-man  coaching  staff  of 
Don  Peden,  Bill  Herbert  and  Bran- 
don T.  (Butch)  Grover  in  1928. 

Trautwein  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
Zelda;  a  son.  Bill,  of  Galena;  five 
granddaughters;  and  three  sisters. 
Rose  and  Bertha,  Springfield,  and 
Mrs.   James   Bryant,   Columbus. 
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INSURANCE  INSTITUTE  The 
first  step  toward  development  of  an 
insurance  institute  at  the  University 
was  taken  recently  with  establish- 
ment of  a  $100,000  research  fund 
for  a  two-year  study  of  credit  life, 
accident  and  health  insurance. 

Harry  Blythe,  professor  and  chair- 
man of  finance  at  Ohio,  will  direct 
the  study,  which  is  designed  to  yield 
information  of  use  to  insurance  com- 
panies in  selling  and  underwriting 
coverage.  The  study  will  also  help 
determine  the  adequacy  of  coverage 
now  available  to  the  public. 

Funds  for  the  study  were  contrib- 
uted by  insurance  companies,  agen- 
cies and  other  business  firms.  Other 
funds  will  be  established  as  the  in- 
stitute develops  consulting,  training 
and   research  services. 

DEDICATION  Dedication  of  the 
first  permanent  building  on  the  179- 
acre  site  of  the  University's  Zanes- 
ville  campus  is  set  for  June  12,  with 
Governor  James  A.  Rhodes  sched- 
uled to  give  the  key  address. 

The  new  $1.5  million  building 
opened  its  doors  in  February  to  800 
students.  Some  2,000  students  are 
expected  to  be  attending  the  cam- 
pus within  two  years.  The  building 
has  science  and  language  laborato- 
ries, 43  classrooms,  library,  music 
and  art  rooms,  and  an  auditorium. 

Zanesville  is  the  third  of  Ohio's 
regional  campuses  to  be  dedicated 
tills  spring.    Belmont   Count\  s   Wil- 


son Shannon  Hall,  named  in  honor 
of  the  state's  14th  governor,  was 
dedicated  in  May.  Ceremonies  were 
held  in  April  for  Henry  Massie  Hall 
in  Portsmouth.  The  first  permanent 
building  on  the  University's  Lancas- 
ter campus  is  now  under  construc- 
tion and  is  expected  to  be  ready  for 
students  next  spring. 

WIRED  FOR  SOUND  Thirty- 
two  classrooms  in  Ellis  Hall  on  the 
Athens  campus  are  now  wired  for 
sound  as  part  of  a  teaching  aid  sys- 
tem which  originates  in  the  Univer- 
sity's language  laboratory. 

With  the  new  system,  an  instruc- 
tor may  preselect  a  piece  of  music, 
a  poetry  or  play  reading,  language 
drill,  or  similar  material  and  have 
it  broadcast  through  a  hi-fi  speaker 
during  the  class  session.  An  inter- 
com system  provides  the  instructor 
a  direct  line  of  communication  with 
the  language  laboratory. 

Equipment  in  the  laboratory  can 
provide  as  many  as  12  separate  pro- 
grams for  simultaneous  broadcast, 
using  recording  tapes,  records,  short 
wave  radio,  AM  radio  or  live  broad- 
casts originating  in  the  laboratory's 
recording  studio.

'FUNCTION.^L  EDUC.\TION' 

Drawing  upon  25  years'  experience 
as  a  business  administration  teacher 
at  Harvard,  Kennedy  Lecturer  John 
D.  Glover  recently  pleaded  for 
"functional  education"  which  pre- 
pares young  persons  to  work  for 
large  organizations  and  fills  their 
lives  with   personal   fulfillment. 

Charging  that  young  people  to- 
day "know  next  to  nothing  about 
larse  corporations,"  Glover  assert- 
ed that  "they  learn  little  from  class- 
es and  parents  and  know  little  about 
the  social  and  intellectual  processes 
in  corporations." 

.•\  lack  of  functional  education. 
Glover  said,  makes  it  difficult  for 
modern  students  to  visualize  their 
roles  in  society  and  is  one  cause 
of  alienation  in  youth,  a  feeling  of 
"not  being  wanted." 

To  correct  the  situation  in  uni- 
versities. Glover  advocates  courses 
which  are  "more  descriptive  and 
analytical"  along  with  greater  use 
of  field  trips  and  "clinical  material" 
to  relate  theory  to  work  situations. 

FLOOD    PROTECTION  The 

need  for  an  Athens  Flood  Protec- 
tion Plan  was  aired  in  hearings 
early  in  May  in  Washington,  D.C., 
before  the  House  Subcommittee  on 
.Appropriations   for   Public   Works. 

Appearing  before  the  subcommit- 
tee, which  is  chaired  by  Ohio  Con- 
gressman  Michael   J.   Kirwan,   were

officials  of  the  Ohio  Valley  Im- 
provement Association  and  the 
Hocking  Conservancy  District.  Also 
on  hand  were  Ohio  Congressman 
Clarence  E.  Miller  and  Martin  L. 
Hecht,  the  University's  vice  presi- 
dent for  development. 

Purpose  of  the  hearings  was  to 
encourage  Congressional  appropria- 
tion of  construction  funds  for  the 
$7.5  million  flood  protection  plan, 
the  design  for  which  will  be  com- 
pleted next  December  by  the  Hunt- 
ington District  of  the  U.  S.  Corps 
of  Engineers. 

BALLET  CONSULTANT  The 
prima  ballerina  of  London's  Royal 
Ballet  Company  has  accepted  an 
invitation  to  serve  as  honorary  con- 
sultant on  ballet  to  the  University. 

Nadia  Nerina  will  serve  in  an 
advisory  capacity  to  Fine  Arts  Dean 
Jack  Morrison  and  his  colleagues 
on  plans  for  a  proposed  school  of 
dance.  Miss  Nerina,  one  of  a  hand- 
ful of  ballerinas  from  the  West  to 
appear  with  both  the  Bolshoi  and 
Kirov  companies,  will  be  on  campus 
in  July  for  a  second  round  of  dis- 
cussions on  the  proposed  school. 

Miss  Nerina  and  Maria  Tall- 
chief,  prima  ballerina  with  the  New 
York  City  Ballet  Company,  were  in 
Athens  earlier  this  year  to  discuss 
the   school. 

Noting  that  the  United  States 
"has  culture  centers,  but  not  people 
to  fill  them,"  Miss  Nerina  suggested 
that  University  dance  training  could 
provide  both  professional  personnel 
and  an  educated  public  which  ap- 
preciates various  dancing  forms. 

RADAR  HILL  Ohio's  Radar  Hill 
research  facilities,  operated  by  the 
Department  of  Electrical  Engineer- 
ing, will  soon  be  doubled  in  size  to 
accommodate  a  joint  project  be- 
tween the  University  and  North 
American  Aviation  Corp.  Richard 
H.  McFarland  will  direct  the  Uni- 
versity's work  on  the  project,  which 
is  designed  to  develop  missile  guid- 
ance systems. 

Included  in  the  expanded  facili- 
ties will  be  a  75-foot  tower  for  use 
in  tests  on  various  types  of  sensor 
systems,  a  new  laboratory,  access 
roads  and  parking  areas.  The  proj- 
ect will  involve  graduate  and  under- 
graduate students  as  well  as  faculty. 


CRISIS  IN  CITIES  Declaring 
that  "we  have  failed  to  make  society 
operate  for  human  freedom,"  Ken- 
nedy Lecturer  Constantinos  Doxi- 
adis  recently  suggested  to  an  Athens 
audience  that  man  is  facing  a  crisis 
in  his  cities  which  could  destroy  his 
way  of  life. 

Straight  streets  and  traffic  lights 
are  products  of  a  desire  for  effici- 
ency which  has  pushed  the  individ- 
ual into  the  background,  explained 
the  Greek  architect  and  city  plan- 
ner. "We  can  no  longer  look  at  a 
building  as  we  cross  the  street.  We 
are  too  busy  watching  for  cars." 

The  way  to  deal  with  the  crisis, 
Do,xiadis  said,  is  to  conceive  of  the 
city  as  a  whole  instead  of  parts  such 
as  traffic  or  urban  renewal.  Cities, 
he  warned,  must  be  shaped  in  ac- 
cordance with  human  dimensions. 

By  bringing  man  back  into  the 
cities  and  keeping  his  cars  from 
threatening  him,  Doxiadis  said,  it 
would  be  possible  to  reintroduce 
the  human  element. 

COED  CADETTES  Ohio's  tro- 
phy-winning Coed  Cadettes  drill 
team  led  the  traditional  Cherry 
Blossom  Festival  Parade  in  the  na- 
tion's capital   in   April. 

Wearing  dark  green  suits  with 
white  ascot  ties  and  shoulder  braid, 
the  coeds  marched  at  the  head  of 
the  parade  in  high-heeled  shoes, 
footwear  not  ordinarily  used  in  drill 
team  competition. 

The  cadettes,  organized  three 
years  ago  and  sponsored  by  the 
University's  ROTC  department, 
won  first  place  in  competition  with 


77  other  marching  units  during  the 
1966  Cherry  Blossom  Festival.  The 
team  was  the  first  women's  unit  in 
festival  history  to  win  top  prize  in 
competition  against  both  men's  and 
women's  drill  units. 

Also  participating  in  this  year's 
parade  was  a  contingent  of  the  Uni- 
versity's  Pershing   Rifles  drill   team. 

EDUCATIONAL  INQUIRY        A 

newly  appointed  Committee  on 
Educational  Inquiry  is  now  work- 
ing with  faculty  members,  admin- 
istrators and  students  to  define  and 
appraise  the  total  educational  expe- 
rience of  students  attending  the 
University. 

Appointed  by  President  Alden 
following  a  recommendation  from 
Ohio's  Faculty  Senate,  the  com- 
mittee is  chaired  by  Meno  Loven- 
stein,  the  Charles  G.  O'Bleness  Pro- 
fessor of  Economics.  Its  members 
include  faculty  members  from  vari- 
ous areas  of  the  University  as  well 
as  administrators  and  students.  Ex- 
plaining the  group's  function.  Dr. 
Lovenstein  said : 

"We're  trying  to  draw  on  the 
creativity  and  imagination  of  stu- 
dents, faculty  and  administrators 
who  are  already  here,  and  to  serve 
as  a  clearing  house  to  match  griev- 
ances with  positive  suggestions." 

The  group  has  been  asked  to  sub- 
mit detailed  recommendations  and 
proposals  not  later  than  May  of 
1968.  Ideas  and  proposals  are  in- 
vited from  all  members  of  the 
University  community. 


CARILLON  CONCERTS  Noon- 
time "chimes  concerts,"  a  long- 
standing tradition  on  the  Athens 
campus,  have  been  resumed  with 
the  installation  in  May  of  a  new 
25-note  carillon  in  the  tower  of 
Cutler  Hall. 

The  concerts,  which  feature  the 
Alma  Mater  and  two  or  three  other 
selections  daily,  are  played  by  means 
of  electronic  tapes.  The  new  equip- 
ment also  has  a  manual  keyboard, 
which  can  be  used  for  concerts  on 
holidays  and  special  occasions. 

Begun  some  50  years  ago,  the 
concerts  were  ended  temporarily 
last  fall  when  the  old  carillon  stop- 
ped   working.

New  Paintings 
Acquired  For 
Baker  Collection 

A  project  undertaken  three  years 
ago  by  seven  students  on  the  Uni- 
versity's Baker  Center  Program 
Board  continues  to  bear  fruit,  with 
recent  acquisition  of  the  paintings 
of  three  contemporary  artists  for  the 
center's   permanent   art   collection. 

The  collection  was  initiated  by 
the  students  in  1963  with  assistance 
from  Mrs.  Janice  Bixler,  director 
of  Baker  Center.  Their  aim  was  to 
assemble  "a  significant  collection  of 
art   for  permanent  exhibition." 

The  new  acquisitions  include 
Aaron  Bohrod's  "Lorelei,"  Walter 
Meigs'  "Deep  Water  Garden"'  and 
"Three  Inches  of  Water,"  and  Fiore 
Custodes  "Revisited." 

The  Bohrod  painting,  a  gift  from 
the  artist,  is  valued  at  $2,400 
and  as  such  is  the  most  valuable 
work  in  the  collection  to  date.  Boh- 
rod, resident  artist  at  the  University 
of  Wisconsin,  served  the  summers 
of  1949  and  1954  as  artist-in-resi- 
dence  at  Ohio. 

The  Meigs  works  were  purchased 
from  Foster  Harmon,  who  is  owner- 
director  of  the  Harmon  Gallery  in 
Naples,  Fla.,  and  directs  the  Oehl- 
schlaeger  Galleries  in  Sarasota.  Each 
is   valued   at   approximately   $1,600. 

The  Custode  painting  is  a  gift 
from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harmon  (Mar- 
tha Foster  '34).

The  e-xhibition,  which  opened  in 
New  York  March  15,  is  sponsored 
by  Photography  in  the  Fine  Arts,  a 
nonprofit  organization  dedicated  to 
the  "exposure  of  the  photograph  as 
a  valid  member  of  the  arts." 

More  than  one  million  people  are 
expected  to  see  the  exhibition  during 
its  three-month  stay  at  the  Metro- 
politan. Following  close  of  the  show 
June  11,  the  exhibit  will  travel  to  a 
number  of  major  museums  through- 
out the  United  States  and  Canada. 

The  exhibition's  179  photographs, 
88  of  them  in  color,  by  160  photog- 
raphers constitute  a  comprehensive 
international  survey  of  the  best  and 
most  exciting  work  being  done  today 
in  the  medium.  The  prints  were  se- 
lected from  1,186  entries  submitted 
by  international  photo  sources  and 
representing  all  facets  of  photog- 
raphy— amateur,  professional,  jour- 
nalistic and  commercial. 

A  jury  of  11  museum  directors, 
administrators  and  curators  worked 
with  Ivan  Dmitri,  founder-director 
of  Photography  in  the  Fine  Arts,  to 
make  the  final  selections. 

Two  of  the  Ohio  alumni  represen- 
ted in  the  show,  Andersson  and 
Cowans,  are  now  free  lancing  in 
New  York  City.

of  his  boyhood  home. 

He  is  Charles  G.  O'Bleness,  for- 
mer president  of  the  Security  Bank 
of  .Athens  and  founder  of  the  Uni- 
versity's first  endowed  professorship, 
the  Charles  G.  O'Bleness  Chair  in 
Economics.  The  O'Bleness  chair  is 
held  by  Dr.   Meno  Lovenstein. 

One  of  the  organizers  of  the  Uni- 
N-ersity's  first  football  team  in  1894, 
O'Bleness  was  the  first  manager  of 
the  team  and  hired  the  first  football 
coach  in  1895.  The  same  year  he 
was  the  force  behind  changing  the 
football  uniforms  from  blue  and 
white  to  green  and  white,  the  Uni- 
sersity's  present  colors. 

A  founder  of  the  Security  Sav-ings 
Bank  with  his  father.  Henry  O'- 
Bleness. and  David  Moore,  in  1905, 
the  Ohio  alumnus  w-as  associated 
with  the  bank  until  1962.  He  served 
as  its  president  from  1937  until  1955.

Since  1959  O'Bleness  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
The  Ohio  University  Fund,  Inc., 
and  in  June  1962  he  received  the 
alumni  association  Certificate  of 
Merit.
